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ELECTIONS IN JAPAN 
Although the net result of the 
elections in Japan is to confirm the 
status quo, it is noteworthy that the 
liberal” vote has been more active 
than was. “expected by some com- 
mentctors. Generally the country Is 
to be gratified at the ovidence of its 
political stability. Whatever differ~ 
ences of opinion may be current re- 
garding the trend of Japanese policy, 
there will be agreement in the desire| 
among responsible observers to seo| 
Japan maintaining that national sulid- 
‘arity which is so important at the 
present time, when economic and 
Mnancial anxieties aro specially press- 
ing. The signs'of disagreement within | 
the nation seem just now to be more} 
discernible in the military section of| 
the administration. In that respect the 
clections may have a salutary ine 
fluence, for the Government will find 
renter support for a. conservative 
finance policy which, in turn, should 
have due weight over other ‘policies 
within ite direction. ‘There is come 
ground for the belief that gradual 
realization of the effect of uncertainty 
fon financial commitments is gaining 
acceptance in Japan. Moreover the 
financier, who foots the bill, is the 
first to recognize the dangers of press- 
Ing the doctrine of isolation too far. 
‘Then again, military adventures are 
apt to find awkward reflection in 
balance sheets. If somo kind of limit 
can be ascertained in their regard, 
all may be well, but even the most 
patriotic investor 1s bound, sooner or 
Inter, to ask when he may expect o| 
see return for his money. ‘The 
‘Japanese Foreign OMfce knows that it 
ean count on the goodwitl of the 
‘world at large provided it be able 
to subseribe to. certain recognized 
principles of co-operation. Tis ability 
and its readiness cannot be doubted, 
‘but obstacles have been frequently 
thrown in the way of their exercise. 
With ¢ mellower mood pervading the 
Japarese scene, it may perhaps be 
possible to hope for a firmer expres 
sion of Tokyo's falth in International 
amity.

MUTINY OF LOYAL 
YOUNG MONGOLS 


Nanking Informed of Prince 
‘Teh’s Doubtful Attitude 


Nanking, Feb. 26. 

What was described in despatches 
from Peiping as a mutiny of a 
detachment of Mongol troops under 
Prine Teh at Pailingmiuo was 
explained in a telegram received by 
the Natlonal Government from those 
who directed the incident. It was 
signed by Yun Chi-hsien, ‘Su Lu-tai, 
Chia Hung-ehu, Jen Ping-chun, and 
Kang Chi-min,' sectional chiefs of 
‘the Mongolian’ Political ,Counci, all 
of whom are graduates of universities 
fy Polping and Nanking. 

During the past two years, the 
young Mongol leaders state, they 
have faithfully and loyally worked 
under Prince ‘Teh, with the one 
‘object of cementing and promoting 
loser relations between the Mongol 
people and the National Governme: 
However, since the departure 1a 
winter of Prince Teh from Pailing- 
mlao for east Charhar, no definite 
word has been received from him 
regarding his attitude, and mean- 
while a crop of rumours has arisen, 
some to the effect that Prince Teli 
had appointed Commander Li Shou- 
hsin, of Manchoukuo, as Minister of 
War of a new regimé in Charhar. 

In such circumstances, ‘therefore, 
the telegram reports, ‘they, with 
upwards of 100 staff members of the 
Counell and more than 1,000 troops, 
found it expedient to establish a 
separate camp to the south of 
Pallingmiso. ‘They are now gathered 
‘at a point to the south of the Coun- 
cil seat, awaiting instructions from 
the National Government. ‘They 
vehemently deny that thelr action 
was mutiny, thelr departure being 
primorily prompted by the unfavour- 
fable situation in existence since the 
attltude of Prince Teh become 
ambiguous, and they are now os 
loyal to the National Government as| 
before. ‘Their troops have been 
peaceful and have not resorted to 
looting or disturbing the popuplace 
of towns through which they passed.

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“THE SAME MAN” 
March 3. 


The King happily chose | St 
David's Day for his first broadcast 
to the Empire. As David he is best 
known within the intimacies of his 
family. As Prince of Wales he has, 
fas he pointed out, been long known 
to the World. ‘Thus the occasion 
was fitly used to impress upon the 
Empire that in the King then speak- 
ing it was listening to “the same 
man" who had made it his duty to 
get to know “the people of neorly 
every country In tho world under 
all conditions and in all circum- 
stances.” His Majesty's voice, espe- 
cially when heard directly, was 
wonderfully clear. To those who. 
had not heard him before at any 
Iength—few can have been altoget~ 
her unfamiliar with it—the accent 
of his own generation gave a re- 
minder of the passing of years 
within the space of a few short| 
weeks, ‘The King, like his much~ 
loved father, has an admirable way 
with the microphone. He brings to| 
it a mode of pronunciation which is 
peculiarly adapted to the catholic 
requirements of a world-wide 
message. He approaches closely the 
standardized vocalization whieh, the 
experts of the cinema _ studio 
maintain, reconciles the differing 
modes of English as spoken in five 
continents; it finds the right common 
denominator of accent and emphasis; 
it is neither purist nor affected. His 
‘Majesty's voice has the vigour of 
manhood in its prime. In. his 
delivery on Sunday taere was plain 
ly discernible a deeper note which 
marked the gravity of the change 
in his high estate. ‘There was, no 
doubt, the trace of the emotional 
strain’ through which he had 
cently passed. There was also the 
evidence of the sense of respon- 
sibility now resting in him on the 
Throne, His dutiful tribute to his 
late father was touching in its sim- 
pliclty and self-effacing affection. 
Tt occupied the greater portion of 
his message; it thereby added all 
the more force to his own personal 
appeal. 

Tt was well said the other day 
that no British King had a greater 
right than His Majesty to claim 
wide knowledge of the world. There 
are, not only among his subjects, 
$0 many people who can say that 
they have either met him personal- 
ly or have some indirect point of 
contuct with him, as a man. As 
8 he made it his duty’ 

his fellow-men. To. 
those with whom he discussed the 
obligations of his calling, he 
frequently averred that, for hiro, the| 
study of humanity was the chief| 
need. It is not surprising, therefore, 
that in his first message to the 
Empire, he should reaffirm that 
philosophy. ‘The Prince has become 
‘merged in the Sovereign. He is still 
the same man who will endeavour 
to use and extend his knowledge of 
hhis people in their diversified con- 
ditions for the due discharge of his 
supreme functions through the 
Crown as the symbol of the Empire's| 
unily and the tie which binds to- 
“gether the peoples within that 
Empire. Modestly identifying him- 
self with his subjects in the en- 
deavour to preserve their common 
heritage, His Majesty surely struck 
‘a note which will have stirred all 
who heard him to loyal sympathy 
‘and Joyal duty. Commending him- 
self by fllal reverence to his father's 
‘memory, he was able deftly to 
establish the new allegiance under 
the old ery: “God Save the King.” 

The message does more than| 
mark the beginning of the new 
reign. It has come at a time when| 
lowering clouds are apprehensively 
perceived on the international 
horizon.

JAPAN’S ORDEAL 
Feb, 27. 


A close censorship, accompanied 
‘by a declaration of martial law for! 
‘the whole of the country, masks! 
events now occurring in Japan. So| 
far as can be ascertained a military 
coup d'état has been staged. The 
tragedies of 1932 are vividly re- 
called. It will be remembered that 
Mr, Inukai, a highly respected 
statesman, had succeeded Baron 
Wakatsuli as Prime Minister in the 
preceding December. In his Cabinet 
Mr, Takahashi was replaced by Mr. 
Junnosuke Inouye as Finance Min- 
{ster In February Mr. Inouye was 
assassinated and Mr. Takahashi re- 
sumed the finance portfolio, ‘Three 
months later, Mr. Takahashi had to 
accept further responsibilities as the 
result of an assassin’s fanaticism; 
Mr, Inukai was mortally wounded 
on May 15 by a man who had 
forced his way into the Prime Min- 
Ister’s private apartments, Mr. 
Takahashi became acting Prime 
[Minister until eventually relieved by 
‘Viscount Saito, It Is now reported 
that Mr. Takahashi himself 1 a 
victim of attack now made by a cer- 
tain military upjt on the offices of 
the Governmei™ other victims be- 
ing, it is feared, Viscount Saito, 
Admiral Okada, the Prime Minister 
who are both reported deac 
and General Kawashima, the War 
Minister, wounded. Whereas in 1032, 
the assassinations ‘were carried out| 
with the accompaniment of bombing 
under the direction of terrorists al- 
leged to be working for the “Naval 
‘and Military Young Officers’ Asso- 
ciation”, the present outbreak seems 
to be actually in the guise of a mili- 
tary revolt staged by a regiment, 
under orders for Manchuria. Until 
some coherent account of the cir- 
cumstances is available it is not 
possible to form final conclusions 
fas to the significance of the tra~ 
gedy. Much sympathy will be felt 
for the people of Japan, to whom 
this ordeal must be highly distress 
ing. ‘They will feel that assassina- 
tion has again darkened their poli- 
tical outlook and seriously compro- 
mised their reputation. 

Close observers of events will not 
be surprised. In the last few 
months, it has been evident that the 
differences of opinion between the| 
Militarists and the Foreign Office 
|were overshadowed by the recrudes- 
cence of sharp divergence of view 
within the Army itself. ‘This had 
found reflection in China in the 
Pronouncements of the Kwantung| 
Army which, on occasions, inclined 
to support or voice the “forward”

These conjectures must inevitably 
be subject to revision in the light 
of more precise information. Yet it! 
is not unreasonable to gather from. 
the facts so far disclosed that the 
Army will not hesitate to take 
traditional measures for maintain- 
ing its solidarity. Whether the: 
restraining influence’ of the “elder| 
statesmen” will be sufficient to avert 
the assumption by the Army of 
‘complete responsibility for the 
nation’s affairs remains to be sven. 
‘On the face of it, it would seem. 
that, having taken so terrible a 
plunge, the leaders of the move- 
‘ment are not prepared to be baulked 
of their designs. The outlook is 
sombre. Mr. Takahashi’s sage finan- 
‘cial experience was desperately 
needed by the country. His replace- 
ment must be difficult. The heavy 
weight of defence services on the| 
finances can be gauged from the| 
departmental estimates for 1938-37.

It is 
not, therefore, unreasonable to im= 
fagine that the rebels expected a 
successful revolt to receive eventual 
patronage from Influential sympath- 
fers, whether in the Army, Navy 
‘or civilian ranks of the Goverment 
service, General Kawashima, there- 
fore, will probably find himself in a 
diMeult position in attempting ef- 
fectively to restore army discipline, 
as his predecessor, General Hayashl, 
did eight months ago. ‘The supreme 
Military Couneil is obviously unan~ 
imous in preserving solidarity in 
the Army.

‘success or failure. From the state~ 
‘ments issued on their account, even 
‘through War Olfice communiques, it 
is plain that sympathy will ‘be 
claimed for them on the ground that 
they were championing a national 
ease against political corruption 
‘and commercial exploitation of the 
people, Resistance to the milltary 
budget on financial grounds has 
bbeon justifted by the contention that 
the economic consequences of leav- 
{ng foreign policy at the mercy of 
military dictation cannot he safely 
ignored. ‘The condition of the 
agricultural classes from which the 
‘Army draws its strength, gives the 
tullitary Ieaders a valuable argu- 
‘ment, Japan is not the first country| 
to find itself torn by the conilicting 
Interests of urban and rural popula 
tions, but whether the conflict can 
be composed by enhancing rather 
than diminishing military control 
must be a matter of considerable 
doubt, Experience in Manchuria 
hhas uggravated that doubt in many 
Japanese minds. ‘The recent elec- 
ons showed that the doubt could 
find oxpression at the poll. That, 
pethaps, is the crux of the present 
situation, ‘The Army will not give 
Up its ascendancy without a strug- 
le, Yet against furthor indulgence 
of its ambitions are the grim fgures 
of the national budget, Mr. Takaha~ 
sh is no longer alive to enforce 
that argument, ‘The events of the 
last week may, however, promote 
sober reflection, when ‘once the 
immediate danger of civil war has

Julius Caesar began it when, 
inventing his calendar, subjected 
Inter to minor amendments by his 
nephew Augustus, he showed for 
the “dem'd fractions” a solicitude 
which would have rightly earned 
the wrath of Mr. Mantalini, had not 
that clogant immigrant from Italy 
decided to scintillate and ogle in the 
‘Victorian era, Cacsarian jugglery 
produced the bissextile year wherein 
the vulgar creatures were merged in 
integrity, for the moment. Thus 
every fourth year the calendar gives 
daily labourers an extra day's pay 
‘and salaried workers paid on a 
monthly basis, the privilege of 
presenting thelr employers with a 
pleasant cumshaw. ‘There is a slight 
variation when the year happens to 
mark the end of a decade, for un- 
ess the penultimate digit of that 
year exactly 1s divisible by four on 
‘the Mantalini plan, it fails to 
qualify as Bissextile, ‘The intru- 
sion of this extra or odd day, 
demanding as it docs a disturs- 
‘ance in the ordinary routine of 
passing from one year to another, 
ives rise to the popular name, Le: 
Year. If the matter had been left 
there no trouble might have ensued, 
but the Scols, somewhere about the 
18th century, thought they were 
‘called upon to give it their atten 
tion. Legends assert that St. Patrick 
‘was responsible, but, as he was 
really a Scot, they may be permitted 
to give precedence to the undoubted 
fact that in 1288 the Scuttish 
enacted this law: 
It is statut and ordaint that during’ 
the relgn of hir malst  blissit 
Mexeste, for ilk yeare knowne as 
Tepe yeare, ilk mayden Indye of 
both highe and lowe estalt shall nae 
Uberte to bespeke ye man she Ukes, 
albeit he refuses to talk hur to be 
his lawful wyte, he shall be muleted 
{n ye sum ane pundis or less, as his 
cestalt may be; exeept and awls gif 
hhe can make it appeare that he Is 
Detrothit ane ther woman he then 
shall be free” 
iFor the benefit of non-British 
readers it should be explained that 











‘at that time the Scottish had not 
conquered England and therefore. 
had not come under the civilizing 
Influence of correct orthography as 
taught across the border, Yet Scots 
jexample was infectious. France 
followed suit with the same law a 
few years later. Italy was more 
cautious: it was not until the 16th 
century that the custom was 
legalized in Genoa and Florence. 
‘The sixteenth century saw anciaer 
Italian effort at calendar reform, for 
[Pope Gregory XIII dropped ten days 
from the year 1582 In order to cor- 
rect errors which had crept in since 
Julius Caesar's day. To His Holiness 
was due the device of reducing the 
number of Leap Years by depriving 
centurial years of that privilege 
unless they were exactly divisible 
by 400, The world is ever con- 
servative so the "Gregorian mode, 
although adopted immediately in 
Spain, Portugal, Rome, most of 
Italy,’ and many Catholic coun- 
tries by the end of the 16th cenwiry, 
did not penetrate to Great Britain 
and America until 1752. Greece held. 
‘out longest for after Japan had ac- 
‘cepted the new style in 1873, China 
in 1012, Russia in 1916 and 
Rumania in’ 1919, Greece remained 
obdurate until 1923. Indeed, after 
380 years, there are still in Europe—| 
notably in Yugo-Slavia—communt- 
ties which cling to the Caesarian 
Calendar as amended by the Em- 
peror Augustus in 8 BC. That| 
Emperor objected to there being 
‘more days in July than in his month 
for reasons of personal prestige| 
fand, possibly, because he had a 
superstitious dislike of even num- 
bers. Sextilis, under his scheme, 
renamed” Augustus (August) 
and, lke Jullus, (July) it was 
given thirty-one days, at the ex- 
pense of February, while September | 
and November changed places with 
‘October and December by having 30) 
days as against 31: These changes 
did not affect Leap Year for they 
merely meant that February had 28 
or 29 instead of 29 or 30 days: hence 
the old rhymes taught in the nursery 
from the middle ages onwards. 
(Calendar reform, under the auspic 
jot the League of Nations, is heing, 
urged by influential organizations 
to-day. The proposal most generally 
iceepied.is to make all years alike, 
all quarters equal in length and 
thus make the calendar identical for| 
each year. This is to be achieved 
by designating the 365th day 
of the year a “Year End Day” 
between December 30 and January 





























1, But it does not abolish Leap 
‘Year, although it gives people born 
on February 29 birthdays every 
twelve months, for the 366th day 
in Leap Year is to be called Leap- 
Year Day and inserted between 
June 30 and July 1. People who 
‘suffer from this new scheme are 
those with birthdays on the thirty- 
first day of March, May, August, 
‘and December—months shorn of a 
day aplece. ‘They have a remedy in 
transferring their celebrations to 
April which is to be given an extra 
day in order to equalize the 
quarters’ length. 

‘Meanwhile it is important to-day 
to consider the validity of the Scots 
law ar applied to 1936 by virtue of 
‘this odd day. The risk of exposure 
to feminine importunity is not ne- 
ccessatily greater to-day than it has 
been since New Year's Day dawned 
or than it will be until Scots salute 
the happy morn of 1937.

INQUEST REFORM 

As the result of a woman being 
charged in a coroner's court at Wey- 
‘mouth, with a murder which had 
never’ been committed, the Home 
Office, early last year, set up a com- 
mission of inquiry which has just 
piblished its report. It is q blunt 
‘and outspoken document, making re- 
velations which it is believed will 
force the government to act quickly 
to secure the passing of remedial 
Tegislation. Some of the more im- 
Poriant aspects of the report desl 
with coroners holding what are prac 
tically experimental murder trials, 
and {t is recommended that where 
the police are for the time being un- 
able to take the responsibility for 
making an arrest it shall no longer be 
the duty of the coroner to ask for or 
accept a verdict of guilt against any 
articular individual, and It is also 
Fecommended that for the future no 
coroner shall have the power to com- 
mit any person for trial on a charge 
‘of murder, manslaughter or infantl- 
elde, nor shall the inquisition name 
anyone guilty of these offences, If 
the anticipated legislation foliows| 
the principles set forth In the report, 
coroners will be required to adhere 
strictly to the rules of evidence, by 
whieh at the present time they’ are 
rot bound, while they will have to 
‘obey a rules committee selected by 
the Lord Chancellor and the Home 
Secretary, in addition to which they 
will be subject to a Disciplinary Com- 
mittee to curb what Is described as 
“thelr practical Srresponsiblity. The 
fofflee of coroner in Great Britain, 
Wke ‘Topsy, “Just growed.” and ine 
cumbents acquired a degree of power 
utterly foreign to the root principles 
of the British administration of jus-| 
tice.

From the wall a bullet was 
extracted, Under the mleroscope this 
tiny Teaden pellet was seen to be 
Identical in all its markings with the 
other two that a surgeon removed 
from the body of Tsunoda,

DAIREN RUSSIANS 


Gen. Doihara Referred to es 
Motivating Factor 
‘rose Our Own Conearorsex? 


Dalren, Feb, 20. 

Moj.Gen, Dothara is referred to as 
“largely” responsible for the organiza- 
tion in Dalren of a branch White Rus- 
sians’ Affairs Bureau, affliated with 
‘similar organizations already establish-. 
fed in Mukden, Hsinking and Habin. 
At an inaugural meeting that hes just. 
‘been held here, the most prominent 
persons present were Japanese 
military and governméht ofcers, On 
the principal wall above the plaiform 
were the portraits of the Emperor and 
Empress of Japan. The chief of the 
Dairen branch of the Gen, Dolhars 
Mukden ‘Military Mission opened the 
meeting with an order that it be 
organized. 

‘A congratulatory message from Gen. 
Dolhara was read, opening with the 
words “Japan and Manchoukuo will 
‘embrace you all with a warm heart” 
fand concluding with the advice 
‘should exert your wlmost for the pur- 
pose of attaining your initial objects 
through the new organization” which 
he explained could count ‘on the 
services of the Kwantung Government, 
the Civil Administration OMice and of 
the police stations. 

Commenting on the organization, 
the "Manchuria Dally News" edltorial- 
ly declared: 

“It is very pleasing to note the 
move has been taken and that it has 
the full approval of the Japanese 
Army. It also goes to indicate that 
the utility of the bureaux at the three 
prinelpal towns in Manchoukuo (Muk- 
éen, “Hsinking and Harbin) has 
been proved and that the Japanese are 
ready to act in a similar way to the 
Hsinking Government for considering 
‘the White Russian residents in the 
Kwantung Leased Territory as an 
asset and worthy of assistance.” 

Organized with the permission of 
the Dairen Military Mission, each of 
the Russian officers of the new body 
signed an aMdavit presented for their 
signatures by the Chlet of Police.

Manchoukuo Authorities Combine for,Rescue of Father 
Social Life in Mukden 
Prox Oum Own Conetromsers

Mukden, Feb, 26. 

‘The Rev, Joseph Clarence Burns of 
the Maryknoll Fathers, is the eleventh. 
foreigner to be kidnapped in the 
South during the four years since the 
establishment of Munchoukuo, Of 
this number one escaped, two’ were 
sent back bearing the. ‘kidnappers’ 
Memands, and the remaining seven 
Wore rescued unharmed. ‘The official 
announcements usually state’ that the 
‘Manchoukuo forees assisted by the 
Japanese have succeeded in effecting 
a rescue, in reality all available ser 
vices have co-operated. 

‘An earlier report in Father Burns’ 
case. discloses that Japanese Gen- 
@armes, Japanese Consular Police 
and Manchoukuo Police were co- 
‘operating in an encircling movement 

‘Soon as report was received of 
the probable whereabouts of the 
banaily and ‘thelr captives, But in 
each cise It was the Hsinping, or 
gendarmes, who were in charge of 
co-ordinating the efforts of the rescue 
parties, and who actually recovered 
the captives, _- 

"The British Government recognized 
that fet by presenting speclal. en 
grnved, gold” watches “to Capt.

‘Tunghua explains that when word 
was received that the bandits had 
been reported about twelve miles 
southeast of Tunghua, Lieut. Shibata 
with 35 Japanese soldiers, ‘Sergeant 
Moeda with olght Japanese consular 
pollee, and twenty Manchoukuo potics 
fon’ three trucks started from the 
north, while twenty soldiers in 
civilian clothes led by three gen- 
darmes came in from the west, and 
from the southeast, police instructor 
Hirano with Manchoukuo polico 
closed in towards the spot. When a 
cordon has been thrown around the 
bandits retroat it Is intended to @ 
Aeavour to open negotiations for the 
release of the American prisoner.

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JAPANESE VIEW ON 


White Supremacy Doctrine Decried But Japanese Are, 
Not to Be Classed as “Coloured”

‘Tokyo, Feb, 23. - 

‘The racial question has always heen 
fone of the things about which the 
Japanese have been extremely touchy, 
especially when, by Inference. oF 
otherwise, the white races attempt to 
Giseriminato against them, In 1924 the 
United States offended the Japanese 
as ‘they never had been offended 
theretofore on the racial. issue by 
passing an immigration act containing 
‘ clause excluding Japanese from the 
United States purely on racial 
rounds, 

‘That single clause In the immigra- 
tion legislation did more harm than 
all the jingoistic, yellow-journalist at 
tacks ‘on the Japanese that have ap- 
eared in the Hearst papers, What 
fg more important, as any student of 
Japanese affairs well knows, it will be 
fa very. long time before the people of 
this country forget and forgive the 
Americans for what thelr legislators 
did in 1924, 

Recently’ the racial question hi 
again come to the foro frat ax a result 
of Hitler's antt-Sometfc campaign and 
secondly as a result of the Italo- 
Ethlopian dispute: 

In the case of the Nazis, although 
the Japanose were somewhat offended 
‘at the ousting of the Jews and showed 
tholr sympathy by inviting a number 
of notable Jewish scholars to this 
country, they also felt some sympathy 
for the German people whom they 
have highly admired and emulated in 
many things. But when the Reichs- 
fuehrer, in addressing a Nazi student 
rally in Munich early this month, ro- 
surrected the nineteenth century 

"white. supremeay” by 
asserting the right of European nations 
to. eolonize backward areas of the 
world, he waved a red flag before the 
traditional bull as far asthe people 
of this country were concerned, In 
‘some quarters thls pronouncement 
was classed with the ox-Kalsor's 
“yellow peril” scare 25 years ago. 


‘Taking Witter ‘to Task 

‘Taking Hitler severely to task for 
his remarks, ‘Mr, Eiji Amau, the 
spokesman of the Foreign Ofice 
declared to a gathering of more than 
‘a seore of foreign correspondents. in- 
cluding four Germans, that he could 
hot understand Hitler's motive In 
making the speech. "Before the 
World War," Mr. Amau said, “the 
Kalser raised the yellow peri’ scare 
and inelted Japanese animosity. 1 
wonder whether Hitler's purpose is to 
‘raise the racial issu 

Paradoxical as it may seem, the 
Japanese, who stand up so strongly 
for racini equality, have a tendency 
to display a spirit of racial superiority 
towards other members of their own 
race, particularly ‘the Chinese and 
Koreans, So much so, in fact, that 
only last month Gen,’ Jiro Minami, 
commander of the Kwantung army 
‘and Japanese Ambassador to Hsinking, 
hhad fo call the attention of Japanese 
consular oMeials in Manchoukuo to 
this matter. 

Gen, Minami fs sald to have ai 
serted that it Js unfortunate thal the 
Japanese population in Manchoukuo is 
prone to manifest an erroneous feel- 
{ng of racial superiority which ignores 
‘the fundamental spirit of co-operation 
among the five raees—Japanese, 
Korean, Manchu, Chinese and Mongol. 

‘The consular oMlals in Manchoukuo 
‘were told by the general to guide pro- 
perly all Japanese who display ‘this 
attitude and. take strict measures 
against such as fall to correct. Tt is 
to be hoped that this ‘timely warning 
will be heeded for there Is no doubt 
about a section of the Japanese 
population in Korea, Manchoukuo and 
‘China having gotten the mistaken idea 
Into tholr heads that they are racially 
superior to their brethren, if not to 
the white race. 

«- "Fortunately this superiority complex 
is not manifest in Japan proper to 
‘a noticeable degree. In fact, one often 
encounters a most admirable trait 
famong the Islanders towards their 
Chinese and Korean breathren, Only 
recently your correspondent met a 
Korean and a Chinese who, in the 
some breath In which they criticized 
the Japanese for thelr urroganes to- 
wards Chinese In one case and 
Koreons in the other, praised the Jap- 
‘nese people in Japan proper for thelr 
courtesy and kindness, "It was’ 
plained the Korean gentleman, “like 
Setting foot on free soll when I iandod 
at Moji, Even the alr T breathed 
‘seemed to be free. If only the Jap- 
fanese in Korea would act as thelr 
fellow countrymen here!” 

If ever Japan bad reason to side 
‘with any country against-anothor, It 
was with Ilaly in the Italo-Ethiopian 
Alspute, When Mr. Yotaro Sugimurs 
‘Ambossador, assured Mussolini that 
Japan would remain neutral, one 
would. imagine that ho voiced the 
sentiment of the people of Nirpon 
who, less than four years previously, 
did-on the Asiatic mainland almost 
fexactiy what the Tlalians wern at- 
tempting to do in Africa. But no 
sooner were Mr. Sugimura's views 
eanveyed to Tl Duce, than the Jap-

30 Victims of Kidnappers 
Released by Action

Harbin, Feb, 20, 
Notwithstanding the intense’ cold, 
the Police Affairs Department of the 





Kwantung Bureau in the Tung: 
Plentao district carried on a 
great campalgn against bandits, 
killing 4 In 43 encounters 


during the last two weeks of January. 
In addition to this, the police were 
able to rescue more than thirty per- 
sons who had been kidnapped, ‘The 
detachment of police was about 1,000 
strong, well supplied with arms, and 
after clearing up the bandits in the 
istrict, they went to the east of 
the Antung-Mukden line where 
they came into contact with about 
700 handits, Between February 2, and 
7, they had 30 encounters during: 
which several were killed and wound- 
ed, and finally they were driven into 
the mountains, the campaign closing 
on February 13. Considering the cold 
‘and the dificulties entailed in get- 
ting near the bandit camps, the police 
hhad a very successful drive and may 
be congratulated on the energy dis 
played.

Against "Weather: Not 


After Records: Japan Visit Abandoned 


After a delay of six days, owing 
to bad weather, two of the Royal 
‘Air Foree flying-boats engaged on a 
goodwill tour” to China and 
Japan arrived In Shanghai early last 
Wednesday afternoon, to the relict 
not only” of the many in. Shang- 
hal who had been anxiously awaiting

Coptain R. P. ‘Wittock, and of the 
Tallan Alr Attaché’s omee, Chinese 
‘and Japanese offllals, newspaper 
representatives, and many others, who 
seanned tho skies for the frst signs| 
of the two ‘planes, 

‘At 127 pam. a shout went up. ‘The 
fAying-boats had been sighted, dying 
side by''side, coming in the general 
@lrection of’ The Bund. They dis 
‘appeared from view for a few 
minutes as they clreled over Shang 
hal, and then reappeared, one behind 
the other. Roaring low overhead, 
they banked and disappeared trom 
vlew once more,

‘The 
houses in the village in Chungshan 
Road are all of one-storey with a 
spacious loft built above the main 
room, und a kitchen, w stock-room, In 
the rear part of the ‘house. “Many 
windows ‘have been built in order 
to ensure light, The rental of each 
of these houses In $3 Inclusive of 
taxes, otc, The four villages. ‘aro 
located ut Chi Mel Road, Pao Sheng 
Road, ‘Tal Mo Chuo Road and Chung 
shan ‘Road.

NEW QUARTERS FOR 
US. CONSULATE 


‘Transfer to be Made at the 
End of March

‘That he was a magnificent horse- 
man eannot be disputed, which partly 
may ‘be explained that for a whil> 
in his varied life he was a cowboy. 
Whether he ever was thrown, oF 
whether ony pony ever bolted witn 
him T cannot say, but 1 knaw hint 
for 24 years and’ never saw cither 
happen, But 1 have seen him hold 
In ponies who had beaten every other 
Jockey who had a leg over them, and 
particularly remember one of "Sir 
John's" who was counted a sure half 
‘mile winner if anyone could get him 
te walt for the start. Frank came 
out of relirement when all, others 
had failed, held the pony for the 
flag, romped off Jengihs ahead, and] 
‘was beaten on the post. Sir John’ 
then took the pony out of racing, 
43 hopeless, Frank was unexcelled 
at starts for sprints, and, as a matter 
of fact, usually rode distance races 
‘on the ‘principle of Tod Sloan, which 

if you want to beat mo come 
‘and eateh me 

‘Some. genlus onco thought out a 
“tivener” for Kiangwan in the shape 
of a fivesfurlong “race on yardage 
handicaps. ‘The handieaps came out 
the night before and a certain owner 
with a nosuse pony found he was 
placed. almost in the straight. He 
scoured Shanghal for Vida, to ask 
hhim to ride, but the jockey said:— 
"No good: I'am going shooting.” ‘The 
‘owner gave full details and Vida 
Jumped {o it. “Sure winner,” said he, 
‘The moment the flag began to fall, 
Vida "was off, with the others still 
gathering thelr mounts, and he won 
by a furlong. 

"To recount his Turf successes would 
be too lengthy a task. At one time 
or another he won almost everything 
there was {o win, and his record at 
Hongkong must have been quite as 
formidable as at Shanghai. Even 
when he had given up race-riding, 
Sir Paul Chater used to get him down 
othe Colony's big mecting just as 
his mascot, ‘His performances were 
the ‘more remarkable because for 
many years, the result of a riding 
aceldent, he had a withered right 
hand, Bosplte this handicap, he was 
‘also an amazingly quick and accurate 
shot, In this latter connection, the 
multitude of his friends will Be as 
ready with their sympathy for the 
two “Bills” who were his constant 
companions in up-country, trips, as 
they will for Mrs. Vida and his step- 
daughters. It was a great sporting 
partnership, as merry in habits as 
clever with the gun, and the bags 
of jokes they played on cach other 
were serious rivals to their bags of 


game. 

Frank Vida's profession notoriously 
fs one of ups md downs, but that 
made Ite difference to him. ‘Whe- 
ther his pocketbook held tens or 
thousands, always it was at the dis 
posal of those who needed help. 
‘There was a famous occasion during 
the War, after a British charity con- 
cert, when various fitments were auc 
tioned further to swell the funds. 
‘One was a garish matchboard and 
papier-mache lion, of no value 10 
anyone. "$l, $2, $5, $10," sald the 
nuctioneer, “take :* chipped 
in Frank Vida, and paid a sum that 
made the audience gasp. And he was 
not British, but an American, 

“There has passed on a very splon~ 
aid sportsman, with a heart big 
enough for twenty of his size.

T cannot let the sad news of the 
fatal accident to my old and dear 
frlend, ‘Frank Vida, pass without 
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many of us knew and always wil 
‘remember him by, was when he came 
fo Amoy in the carly years of this 
century, to ride for Mr. E. ‘Thomas 
tnd other stables there at the an- 
nual race meeting. The year following 
hhe again returned for the races, but 
to act as my Jockey, and from ‘then 
fon for about ien years he was kind 
‘gnough to ride my ponies with consl- 
erable suecess at all meetings held 
at Shanghai, Foochow, Amoy, and 
Hongkong. 

He rode many winners for the 

“Tree” stable, ineluding the Shang- 

Champions on Persimmon ‘Tree, 
the Foochow one on Cherry Tree, 
Jand three or four at Amoy. but in 
Hongkong he was never more sue- 
Jcessful ‘In the stable colours, in 
either the Derby or the Champions, 
than to run into a place. 

Frank Vida has died as he lived, 
giving little worry and trouble 10 
‘anyone, and 1 feel sure he has had 
‘an ending more suitable to him in 
every way than a Jong illness with 
‘months on a bed of sickness. ‘The 
touching loyalty of his dog, sitting 
Jand watching over his master's body, 
shows the feeling of friendship

Sin,—Gradually but surely different 
generations are whittling and dispers- 
ing the heritage which God-fearing, 
generous and far-sighted Britons In the 
‘early days of this Settlement provided 
for us and for those who follow us,

‘Tho plantations are usually situated 
on the sides of hills or on the high 
grounds adjoining them, and they 
thrive only in districts where during 
the Spring and early summer there is 
a heavy rainfall and the air is hot 
and. damp,

conditions are necessary, because the 
trees become much weakened when 
stripped of their leaves, and can re- 
cover only through the help of the 
heat and the moisture, while they do 
not lke water-logged or even irri 
gated ground, and they thrive best on 
the sides of’ hills where the drain- 
age, is good.

‘Tho roasting and proparation of 
tho Teaves is a very dificult matter 
and ean only be done by experienc 
workmen, In fact, when tea was 
frst planted In India, it was neces~ 
sary to engage Chinese to show the 
workers how to roast the tea and 
roll the leaves. 

‘As soon as they are plucked, the 
leaves are taken down to the roast 
Ing pans, where after the preliminary 
ronsling they are rolled Into balls by 
‘special workmen, for unless this is 
done properly, the leaves will not 
take the shape that Is required. 
After this they are roasted again 
‘and then rolled a second time. 

"The next part of the process con- 
sists of winnowing and passing the 
tea through sieves in order to get 
rid of any dirt or other extraneous 
matter, ‘The passing of the tea 
through sleves enables it to be 
divided into different kinds In accord~ 
fance with the size of the sieve it 
‘has passed through, When this is 
finished, It 1s roasted again and for 

‘this process 1s re 
yr four’ times. 
differentiate very det- 
initely between green and red teas, 
‘the latter being known to the for- 
‘elgners as black tea from the colour 
‘of the Teaves. It would seem, how- 
ever, that fundamentally there is no 
difference between the two kinds of 
plants from which the leaves are 















taken, ond that if newly pleked 
Teaves are exposed to the almos~ 
phere for a certain length of time 
before they are roasted, they turn 
black owing to the action of the 
oxygen in the alr. ‘The green tea is 
composed of leaves which are roast~ 
fed very shortly after they are token 
out of the baskets in which they 
were brought down from the hills. 

Green tea in China comes chiefly 
from. the. provinces of | Cheklang, 
Kiangsu, Anhwel ond Hunan, while 
most of the red tea is grown in 
Fuklen.

trouble and make a pretence of tak- 
ing the cup out of his hands. 

Should the official wish to ter- 

minate the interview, he will ask 
the visitor to drink tea, which isa 
sign that he should take his depar- 
ture. 
Pe When a guest goes to a feast, he 
is given tea as s00n as he arrives and 
later the dinner, he is given a fare- 
‘well cup just before he leaves. 

‘Tea plays a very interesting and, 
{helpful part in the amenities of Chi- 
jnese social life and its place cannot 
ibe taken by anything else. 

Hundreds of Varieties 

‘Aithough there are only eight kinds 
lof tea, there are more than a hundred 
Gifferent ‘varieties and they range 
from the very commonest Kinds, 
Jeosting a. few cenis a pound, to the 
[choicest blends which none ‘but the 
very rich can afford to buy. 

For instance there are twelve aif. 
ferent kinds of Lung Ching, some of 
which are named from the places 
Where they are grown such as Hang~ 
chow Lung Ching and Hsihu Hung. 
Ching, ‘while others get thelr names. 
from certain qualities they may pos- 
sess oF from the season during which 
they ‘were gathered. Examples of 
the latter. have already been quoted, 
hamely, Chingming before the Ming 
Festival and YUchion before the 
roins. 

‘The second kind, Maochien, Fur 
‘Tips, has fourteen varieties, the ma- 
jority of which come from the dis- 
fHiet of Lu An in Anhwel. 

‘The third kind of which there are’ 
twelve varieties ts the Chu Lancha 
jor Chioranthus tea while of Mao 
Listsun, or Jasmine tea there are) 
‘over thirty varieties, 

"The ffth kind Is known as medicinal 
tea of which there are only nine 
Varieties, some of which are _con- 
sidered good for driving away 
faches, while others are sald to ald 
‘the digestion and are taken after © 
(heavy meal. 

“The sixth kind Is composed of 
| various variaties of red tea and there 
Is even Lung Ching Hungeha, or Lung 
Ching red tea, which of course comes 
from the Dragon Well district of 
Hangchow, so renowned for its green 
teas. 

‘The seventh is the famous Pu Erh- 
icha or brick tea, which comes from 
‘Yunnan and other parts of the coun- 
‘ry, and fs sent to Flussia as well as 
to Mongolia and Tibet. 

‘The eighth and last kind fs tea dust, 
which bas a big sale in Peiping and 
Which Is much. appreciated ‘by the 
poorer classes because of its cheap~ 


ess. 
‘Tea Is, in fact, one of the most 
[democratic things in the national life 
‘of the Chinese and brings satistac- 
tion and comfort not only to the 
favoured ones, but also to the work- 
ers in the elds and to the humblest 
{traveller in the East, no matter where 
he may be. 
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‘The Soviet Black Sea submarine 
lgravimetrical expedition has just 
jcarried out nine days of submarine 
sailing and completed the gravi- 
metrical survey of the Black’ Sea 
which was begun in 1930.

On Maren 21, 1927 the unit was 
again mobilized’ for service during 
‘those very critical days in the Eistory 
of this International Settlement, whea 
the victorious Nationalist Armies nd- 
vanced on Shanghai following thelr 
triumphant march nortwards from 
south China. At the close of this 
period of assembly the unit parad.

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Land of Perpetual Snow 

‘The southernmost snow range of 
China, covered with perpetual snow, 
fs ‘the Ydlungshan or the Jade 
Dragon Mountain in the province of 
‘Yannan, It is situated in the district 
of Likiang or Beautiful River, which 
was the ancient name of the Yangtze 
in this region. ‘The Yangtze descends 
straight from the north and flows 
‘west of that snow range till it comes 
to a spot where the’ small hamlet of 
Shihku, or Stone Drum is situated 
near its bank, Here the mighty river 
makes a sharp bend, and striking the 
Likiang snow range ‘lows again north 
for a short distance till it meets an- 
other stream or tributary which 
descends from the high Chungtien 
plateau where a village ond a large 
Tamasery 1s situated at 11,500 ft, 
elevation. 

At the junction of the Chungtien 
River and the Yangtze, the Likiang. 
snow range or Yilungshan forms a 
mighty wall crowned by eternal 
snow, ‘There was no way out, so th: 
‘Yangtze in ages past began to under- 
mine the mighty cliff it had pierced 
that part of the range composed of 
schist and slate, leaving the solid 
@ark grey, ancient limestone to the 
south, and had made an exit for its 
mighly rushing waters. It is doubt- 
ful if there exists a gorge clsewhere 
ag mighty and deep as that which 
the Yangtze has cut for itself through 
this snow range, 

‘The Ylungshan, or Jade Dragon 
Mountain, Is composed of three main 
peaks of’ which the southernmost is 
the highest. This is the Shantzutow 
or the Steep Fan, It is a peak of 
reat beauty and nearly 20,000 feet 
fn helght, ‘The peak to the north of 
It Is a huge limestone mass 19,000 
feet high and fs known to the natives 
fas Gyinanvly, or the snow peak of 
the black water. From the highest 
peak to the south a limestone crest 
extends north which culminates in 
three other mighty peaks as high as: 
Shantzutou, and these are connected 
with Gyinanvly by a sharp ridge. 

Mighty Pinnactex of Limestone 

‘A qlacier-filed valley separates 
these from the latter. ‘To the north 
is a lower peak but also crowned by 
‘eternal snow and composed of mighty 
pinnacles of limestone, the highest 
Teaching an altitude of 18,500 fect. 
As one looks north one would swear 
this last peak, known as Haba 
Nashernvlv oF the roaring snow peale 
‘of Haba, to be connected with the rest, 
of the Jade Dragon range to the 
south, Yet behold, as with a giant's 
sword this last peak has been separ- 
ated from Its sister peaks, and in 
that cleft there roars the’ Yangtze 
more than 12,000 feet beneath, under- 
mining the very foundation’ of the 
snow range. ‘This mighty gorge is 
known as Atsangko and many 
‘Hogends are connected with it, and 
related by the natives. 

‘This wonderful region I first visited 
in 1922, making the last village on 
the Likiang plain my headquarters, 
whence, I ‘explored its peaks and 
gorges’ unsurpassed in grandeur and) 
beauty, ‘This great range, cold and 
forbidding looking, crowned with 
eternal Ice and snow, in the summer 
completely changes its aspect, for the| 
lower slopes become a rich’ velvety 
green, veritable hanging  alpine| 
meadows, framed by silver firs, and

call them Jung. Since the close of 
the Han Dynasty about 24 A.D. they 
have ‘dwelt in these regions where 
they later created a kingdom known 
as Yiehhsichao, and which during! 
the Tang Dynasty, 618-906 A.D.,| 
formed the sixth of the conferate 
kingdom of Nanchao or the southern 
Kingdom, then independent of China| 
proper. ' For many centuries. this| 
tribe was ruled by Ils own kings, who 
after they were conquered by Kublai 
Khan in 1253 A.D, were recognized 
the Mongol, as well as Ming and Tsing 
Dynasties ‘as the Tuszu or native 
chiefs of the virile, sturdy tribe, 
Voluntarily they gave up their in- 
dependence in 1723 A.D, and invited 
the Chinese to rule them. 

It was rhy priviledge to explore this 
region for plants and to study this 
friendly and interesting tribe since! 
1922. "They followed me to the far 
distant ‘Kokonor on foot from Yan-' 
nan actos Szechuen and Kansu to’ 
the very borders of Chinese 
Turkestan. Always I returned to 
Likiang for the region as a head~ 
Quarter was unsurpassed, From here 
‘we could branch out, explore Tsarong| 
in southeastern Tibet, the mighty| 
gorges of the Yalung River, the Lama 
Kingdom of Mull, and the Tibetan 
bandit territory of Konkaling to the 
north of the Likiang snow range. 

Tt was in 1928, while exploring for 
the National Geographic Society of 
Washington, D.C, that we twier 
clrcumambulated "the threo mighty’ 
peaks 22,000 feet in height, and known’ 
as the peaks of Konkaling. ‘They are 
situated far to the north of the Yang- 
tze loop, and are surrounded by swift 
rivers such as the Shouchu, or Iron 
River, lowing in terrific gorges at 
their ‘feet, Far to the northeast of 





mighty erags above, there lay eternal 
snow and ice. 

Mlness befell. me and 1 had to re 
turn to the civilized world, Partly 
restored I returned again to Ygnnan 
to write the frst volumes of my 
studies which are about to be pub- 
lished by the French Book store of 
Peiping. They are entirely devoted 
to this region and comprise th? 
history and geography of the ancient 
Nekhi kingdom. ‘This task completed 
vanted once more to visit my old 
haunin so eopeually the snow vanes 
and the mighty Yangtze gorge. 
Physical conditions “did not permit 
me to journey forth as in my younger 
days, when to reach Likiang it took 
twenty days on horseback, and thenee 
fo and through the gorge another 
nine days not reckoning the return 
journey to Likiang. 

Charter Ford Aeroplane 

Great strides have been made in 
China sinee the days of my explora- 
tions, and since my return to Ydnnon 
in 1994 the China National Aviation 
Company had established "an alr 
service between Yiinnanfu and 
Chungking, vid Kwelyang the capital 
of Kweichow. Thus it occurred to 
me why not charter thelr Ford tri- 
motor plane called the Kunming and 
fly to the Likiang snow range and 
through the mighty Yangtze gorge? 
I communicated with Capt, Allison 
of the company in Shanghai through 
Mr. O'Hara the pilot of the Kunming 
pline asking if it were possible to 
charter the plane for such a journey. 
While fying from Shanghai to Pel- 
ping in November 1935 I learned 
from the pilot, Mr, Mitchel, that the 
trip had been’ approved and on my 
return to Yanan 1 Jost no time to 
arrange for the trip. February third

She may be pardoned, there- 
fore, for feeling in 1899, when the 
cause hod made no ' noticeable 
advance, that new methods were 
necessary. ‘The constitutional way 
was tried. but in May, 1905, the 
Women's Enfranchisement BI! was 
“talked out” In the House of Com- 
‘mons amidst hilarious laughter. Mrs. 
Pankhurst was flery, her daughter 
Christabel was ferier (she fgured 
in this year’s Honours List as a 
Dame of the British Empire). and 
the militant suffrage | movement 
began.

Founded fifteen years ago, as_an 
outcome of work parties at’ which 
British women met and worked for 
‘military hospitals, the present Brit- 
ish Women's Association has for its 
‘motto “Service to the Empire and to 
the Community.” Ifa great deal of 
pleasure and recreation are also 
linked with the service, this Is no 
reflection on the good ‘intentions of 
‘members, and one can readily be- 
Veve that in any future time of 
stress or emergency the call to 
render service would surpass all 
‘other considerations and that sport 
jand recreations would, of themselves, 
fall into secondary consideration, 

To quote from a short history of 
the British Women's Assoelation 
which is being published by instal- 
ments in the BW.A. Magazine, and 
written by Miss Phyllis Ayrton, the 
BWA. “like so many’ moder’ 0 
Ganizaitons, came into existence as 
2 result of the Great War. Anxious 
to render such help as they could 
during so terrible an emergency, 9 
band. of British women Joined "to- 
gether in supplying bandages to the 
military hospitals. ‘The work done 
‘was very much appreciated and the 
feeling of co-operation engendered 
was so valuable, that all who had 
taken part in the work felt that the 
disbanding of the group would be 0 
eal loss to. the ‘community. This 
feeling gained strength and” when 
the proposal was definitely made that 
an Association should be formed, to 
bind together the British women of 
‘Shanghal in the common aim of 
“Service to the Empire and to the 
Community,” it was received with 
enthusiasm,

Eligibility Considered

British nationality, and must be 
sullably introduced. To make 
it possible for every woman 


who is eligible, to be a member of 
the Association, the subscription has 
been fixed at the low fgure of $10 
per year. Membership of the dif- 
ferent sections and of the Ubrary is 
correspondingly low. 

For those who are newcomers to 
Shanghal, or who have not hitherto 
considered the question of joining 
the Association, it may be as well to 
say that there’ are five sections, in 
one or other of which it will surely 
bbe possible for a member to take 
pleasure in joining.

Members pay $5 a year if married 
fand $3. if self-supporting, and may 
ake out one new book and two 
Jess recent publications at a time.
